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5. In our research program computers are already being used^ in 
contractors plants^ to analyze the data being sent to them under the 
current program. At some time in the future this portion of the research 
effort may have to be inside the Agency. 

6 . Other research is underway on new physiological parameters^ new 
sensors^ and new systems which could require computer services. This^ 
however^ is mentioned only as a slight possibility at this time. 

7. The question "what do you need from computers?" is answered this 

way: 

Eventually we shall need a revised record 
system which will permit rapid analysis of 
prior cases for research^ management^ and 
counterintelligence purposes. 

8 . The question "what would you want if we had all the necessary 
resources available?" is harder to answer. TheoiAtically, the polygraph 
research program could be internal. Resources here^ however^ would have 

to include a number of additional scientists, mathematicians, and engineers 
who are doing the work externally. 
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
